MR. FOLK’S REBUKE OF RADICALI3M. 

In his recent interview with a representative 
of the Post-Dispatch Gov. Folk answered one 
question in a manner ,which cannot fail to win 
much approbation. | 

Asked if the Democratic party should be radical 
or conservative, he replied: 

If to be conservative means to stand still, then the 
Democratic party should not be conservative, for 
states and nations, like men, should never be satisfied, 
but ever strive for higher development and greater 
progress. If to be radical means the indiscriminate 
destruction of the things that are, then the party 
should not be radical. It should be conservative itn 
charging wrong doing, lest by charging where it 
does not exist injustice be done, but, once sure of the 
evil,-it ought to be radical in its extermination. 

No other conspicuous man in recent years has 
so well described the attitude which all American 
parties should assume. We have been running 
too much to the leadership of agitators who have 
no hope of making an impression except as they 
urge violent and revolutionary remedies. Mr. 
Folk adopts the true democratic-republican idea 
that what we have must be preserved and what 
we seek must be had—not by destruction but by 
construction. 

As nothing proves more conclusively the reck- 
less unwisdom and irresponsibility of many would- 
be leaders of the day than the readiness with 
which they accept the theories of -State Social- 
ism, so nothing establishes more firmly. the 
steadiness, the good judgment andthe patriotism 
of a statesman than his devotion to American 
institutions and his confidence in their justice 
and perpetuity. 

The radicaiism of our Democratic and Repub- 
lican State Socialists is wholly destructive. It 
is more of a menace to the republic than ft is to 
the wrongs complained of. It would burn the 
house which it wants to renovate. 

Radicalism of this description has only to go 
far enough to develop a counter revolutionary 
movement favorable to the man on horseback. 
One is as bad as the other. 

It was fondly hoped by the early Democrats 
that they had organized a party which would 
prevent the appearance of these twin foes of re- 
publicanism, or that, if it could not at all times 
accomplish that purpose, it would be so well 
grounded in patriotism and intelligence that it 
would crush them both at their inception. 

Gov. Folk talks like a Democrat of this school. 
Many of his contemporaries talk not like the up- 
lifters that they would be considered, but like the 
upheavers that they unquestionably are.

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WHAT WHITE BLOOD DID FOR AN INDIAN. 

Gen. Pleasant Porter was a conspicuous excep- 
tion to the rule that there is no good Indian but 
a dead Indian. He lived and died honored of 
white men no less than by his kind. But it is 
worth noting that his eminence was due to the 
blood of the white man in his veins. 

To the extent that he was white he was a 
great Indian from our standpoint. From the 
Indian point of view chiefs of the full blood, like 
Pontiac, Sitting Bull, Red Jacket and Logan, 
even Geronimo, were vastly greater. 

Porter exhibited the influence of the blood of 
the superior and dominant natural type, tempered 
by the civilizing process of the ages; and it is a 
fact anthropological, rather than political or so- 
cial, that an infusion of white blood has iden- 
tified the intellectual leaders and chiefs of the 
blacks in this country—Booker Washington and 
Frederick Douglas. 

Recognition of this truth does not recommend 
such a cross with either Indian or negro blood, 
but is the most urgent and convincing argument 
for preservation of the clean white strain. If 
white men’s blood will make a good Indian or a 
great negro it is worth keeping to ourselves in 
the full power of its purity. 
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A newspaper that had the courage to print hot 
weather cartoons every day could guarantee cold 
weather right straight through the summer and 
perform a wonderful service for the sweltering 
public. 
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THE NATIVE MODESTY OF THE POOR. 

Light without heat is what we need in autumn, 
Bernard Shaw supplies a cool and rarified ray of 
wisdom in a Thackerayan disguisition on snob- 
bishness uttered at Cardigan, Wales, where he is 
observing the workings of a Fabian colony, and 
now and then bathing in the surf. 

Poor people’s snobbishness is his text, and he 
finds that quality plainly manifest in an exces- 
sive modesty which he explains on the score of 
self-consciousness. 

He could: talk to a Duchess much more frankly 
than he could to a charwoman, he says. The 
things he could utter with impunity to a Duchess 
would cause a charwoman to cut him to the 
quick, “because the latter igs conscious of’ what 
she is.” 

We infer, then, that a Duchess may sometimes 
forget herself, and more praise to the charwom- 
an! If self-consciousness truly explains her 
aloofness from Shaw, or her modesty, which, we 
take it, are one and the same thing, it must be-a 
laudable self-consciousness, If it is common to 
the poor, it is too bad that it is not common 
throughout the social strata. 

We must be permitted to observe, however, 
that being shocked by Shaw is not proof con- 
clusive of an excessive modesty. The common

Indeed, we marvel that the playwright and 
critic who bathes in the surf and poses for the 
photographer in the altogether has not long ago 
been arrested by the desensitized and ordinarily 
unshockable police.

BAD DEBTS AND THE COST OF LIVING. 

A woman with her daughters arrested in St. 
Louis recently for swindling many merchants, 
had this to say for herself: 

What's the use of working when you can owe? 
Other folks, who have more money than I, owe for 
what’ they get. What show has a poor widow 
with two daughters, growing up in the world? My 
girls have as much right to the good things as any 


other young misses, 
It is not the philosophy of these remarks but 


the fact emphasized by them to which we would 
ask attention. 

If the question: “What’s the use of working 
when you can owe?” correctly measures present 
conditions, then it must be assumed that the 
loosely managei credit system of marketmen and 
grocers is .2 important factor in the increased 
cost of living. 

Quick wits and perverted wits were not un- 
known to earlier generations of Americans, but 
it is undeniable that in all spheres of life they 
must now be taken into account more particularly 
than was formerly the case. 

Every merchandizer doing anything but a cash 
business knows that a certain percentage of his 
accounts will not be realized upon. While mis- 
fortune and sheer inability contribute many de- 
linquents to the list, downright dishonesty is the 

ost conspicuous offender. 

To what extent are the people who pay as they 
go under tribute in the matter of living expenses 
to the element which asks: “What is the use 
of working when you can owe?” and which holds 
that whether it pays its market bills or not, it is 
as much entitled to the good things of the earth 
as those who settle most scrupulously? 

The question is one which will not be answered 
with precision, but that the whole debt-paying 
community is heavily taxed in this way cannot be 
doubted. 

Bad debts are as much a charge upon a credit- 
giving business, as is insurance or light or fuel. 
In markets and gréceries especially they present 
an important problem and are represented in the 
price of everything that is offered for sale. 

The retailer of provisions, though the first suf- 
ferer by the system, is not the last nor the most 
important one. Ultimately the people who will 
not work and who prefer to owe have their bills 
paid by the community at large. Enhanced 
prices cover bad debts, as well as the other costs 
of doing business. 

To whatever extent confidence games of this 
description are worked, the honest consumer may 
depend upon it that he will find the expense 
thereof expressed in his own cost of living. 

Each individual, therefore, can perceive at a 
glance that he has an active personal as well as 
a passive social interest in the promotion of the 
commonest forms of honesty. 
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It seems to be generally admitted that the in- 
creased price of elephants is not due to the pres- 
ent administration. 
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SCHWAB’S INTELLIGENT PHILANTHROPY. 

Charles M. Schwab has fallen into line with 
the established philanthropic practice of multi- 
miilionaires and announces a great gift for edu- 
cational purposes. It would be commonplace 
enough but for his intelligent special purpose to 
provide an industrial school where young men 
may be taught mechanical trades. 

When a man of Schwab’s wide industrial ex- 
perience recognizes it in this manner the great 
and immediate need of more manual training re- 
ceives marked emphasis. That it is education's 
chiéf need in America cannot be disputed. 

In discipline lies the effectiveness of an indus- 
trial army, and in an important view such is 
the American nation. 

The common schools do not furnish to a large 
and increasing number of industrial units the 
equipment for battle, for work. Schools estab- 
lished here and there by private enterprise, such 
as the one Mr. Schwab offers, will.-not supply the 
demand. 

Nothing short of a general and public system 
of manual training, or trades’, schools will do it.

The plain case of William Corey Was 
less offensive for its frankness. 

The violator of moral custom is a criminal of- 
fender against his fellow men. That is the point 
to be emphasized in the case of these licentious 
irresponsibles. Morality is law, and nothing less, 
for the good and the protection of mankind in 
the enjoyment of its earthly estate. The sinner 
against the cardinal moralities of marriage is a 
criminal who assaults the very base of our social 
structure.

The recent dipervey coir Bye a, of the re- 
markable action of high-frequency electrical currents 
in reducing the pressure of bleod in the arteries 
seems tO promise much in averting premature old 
age. In the apparatus of Dr. Montier, the patient Is 
seated within a spiral coil of wire charged by an 
alternating current of 40,000 or 50,000 volts with a 
frequency of 500,000 or 600,000 alternations per second, 
and a few sittings of five minutes each have reduced 
the arterial pressure, as shown by the sphygmo- 
meter, from 10 inches ef mercury to the normal six 
inches, the cure being permanent and the hardening 
of the arteries effectively arrested. The rapidity 
of the action is found to vary chiefly with the diges- 
tion—not with the patient’s age. Dr. Moutier has 
successfully treated abnormally low arterial pres- 
sure by means of the electric spray or effluvium, a 
charged metallic comb forming one electrode being 
move. up and down, near the spine, while the pa- 
tlent—on an insulated stool—grasps the other elec- 
trode. In a third form of application, relief is given 
to gouty and rheumatic patients by high-frequency 
currents conveyed directly to the body through con- 
ductors grasped by the handg. 


Glass Tel 1 oP 

Consular Agent aa ae of Cassel, an 
agency of the Frankfort consulate, states that an 
architect of that city has been granted patents in 
Germany and other European countries and also in 
the United States for an invention for manufacturing 
of glass telegraph and telephone poles. Mr. Kothe 
writes: 

A stock company has been organized and a factory 
for the manufacturing of glass poles has been built at 
Gressalmerode, a town near this city. The giess 
mass of which the poles are made is strengthened 
by interlacing and intertwining with strong wire 
threads. 

One of the principal advantages of these poles 
would be their use in tropical countries, where wood- 
en poles are soon destroyed by the ravages of insects 
and where climatical influences are ruinous to wood. 
The selling price of the poles has not beeh fixed 
yet, but the company is willing to accept 2% marks 
($6) for a pole of the length of seven meters (about 
23 feet). The Imperial Post Department, which has 
control of the telegraph and telephone lines in this 
country, has ordered the use of these glass poles on 
one of their tracts. 


A New Wall Coveri 

A new wall covering called “metaxin” has been in- 
vented in Germany. This new wall paper has the 
appearance of a silk fabric, and has some similarity 
with the Tecco and Salubria wall papers, but through 
the peculiarity of its manufacture, much greater 
effects can be obtained, especially as regards the silk 
appearance and brilliancy. The fact that through 
forcing dissolved wood pulp through fine openings 
and afterward arying it in a certain manner, a sub- 
stitute for natural silk can be manufactured, forms 
the basis for the making of the new wall covering, 
“metaxin.’”’ The threads surpass in brilliancy natural 
silk. For several years the experiments were carried 
on, but for a long time without success, the result 
being not artificial silk, but very shiny paper. The 


great importance of the newly discovered wall cov- 
peg however, Hes in the serviceable qualities of 
wood pulp. The stuff is lald upon & material specia)- 
ly suited for wall paper, such a8 paper, cotton and 
such like, and it soon forms @ firm layer which has 
a bright silky gloss and is so thick that one é¢annot 
distinguish the material underneath. The silk lay- 
ers adhere firmly to the material they are put on, 
and cannot be scratchel or rubbed off. It resists the 
effect of soda or any other acids or alkalis; like all 
wood pulp, it is absolutely proof against wet. The 
‘“metaxin” takes any color. It is little or not at ali 
affected by the heating apparatus, never turns black, 
and having an entirely closed surface, “metaxin” 
has the advantage of not harboring dust or germs of 
diseases.—Scientific American. 


Seeing Growth of Flowers. 
Photography has caught the fastest express train 
in motion by means of the cinametograph, and it 
also shows the growth of a flower. A bud which 
bursts Into bloom in, say, 16 days, Is exposed to a 
camera every 15 minutes during the 16 days, and 
when the pictures developed from the films are as- 
sembled in order in the moving picture machine, the 
observer may see, to his delight, all in a minute or 
two, the gradual breaking of the bud—the blossoms 
open, close by night and reopen in the morning, the 
leaves grow under the eye, the stamens peep from 

cover, and, finally, the full-blown flower, 


Gas Made From Corn Cobs, — 

A commercial grade of gas is being made from 
corncobs, hay and other vegetable matter at Beatrice, 
Neb., for lighting and fueling. It is sold at $1.19 per 
thousand, the lowest price at which gag is sold in 
any city in Nebraska. In quality it ip said to be 
as good as coal or oil gas. Absolutely nothing is said 
to be used in manufacturing the gas except farm 
refuse. Because of the cheapness of the raw mate- 
rial the gas can be manufactured and gold at much 
lower rates than coal ga8. 
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Machine Maps Ocean Bottem. 

An instrument has recently been Invented for re- 
cording the depth of water, and which makes a pen 
record something on the principle of the machine 
which records the rough places in @ railroad track. 
A slab of metals attached to a rope is dragged over 
the bottom by a boat moving slowly. The other 
end of the rope extends over pulleys to the charting 
room, where a pen records the ups and downs, or 
peaks and valleys of the bottom, making a topo- 
graphical map. Experts know how to translate these 
tracings into feet or fathoms, The results are much 
more accurate and vastly quicker than the old method 
of sounding with a hand line. 


Telephoning at Sea. 

It fs announced from Washington that the Navy 
Department is about to install wireless telephone 
apparatus on all the battleships destined for the 
Pacific this fall. Practicable wireless telephony over 
a distance of five miles in all weathers is guaranteed 
by the company furnishihng the instruments. Under

F maid that $150,000 of the income 
had. been spent in buflding rows of flats 
on Dickson street near Jefferson ave- 
nue, at O’Falion and Eighteenth streets 
and on Cass avenue, between Twenty- 
first’ and Twenty-second streets, al- 
though the Board of Managers is not 
authorized by the fund’s charter or by 
city ordinances to expend money for any 
other than speeding emigrants to the 
West. on their way. This. money has 





been spent, according to the secretary, 


without obtaining the permission of the 
courts or the passing ef a special ordi- 
nance authorizing it. 

Even now, said Heuer, the board has 
adopted plans and specifications for a 
model tenement to cost $115,000, which 
gum, he says, represents the surplus 
for five years.

Hughes lay unconscious in the strect 
and Dr. Applegate was the only one 
of the three who could rise. 

He was treated by Dr. Senter Gettys | 
of the Linmar Bullding and went to his 
home at 506 North Vandeventer avenue. 

Hughes was taken to Dr. Charles H. 
Hughes’ home, at 3872 Washington bow'e- 
vard, and shortly before midnight 
reached his own home. 

Hughes refused to talk of thé acci- 
dent, except to declare that the car 
struck the auto, not the auto the street 
car. When told that Kennon was dead, 
he refused to believe the news, saying: 
‘‘He’ll get well all right.” 

Dr. Kennon was hurried to the City 
Hospital, where it was found that his 
skull was fractured at the base. He re- 
mained unconscious until he died at 9 
p. m. 

The motorman, Henry Graves, saw 
the automobile approaching and stopped 
his car just before the collision oc- 
curred. 

The impact was so great that the 
automobile was turned on end, with the 
front on the ground and the rear wheels 
on a level with the roof of the car, 

Aftere the accident Hughes said the 
leather brakeshoes of his machine were 
wet and that they would not clutch the 
tires. When he attemmpted to stop the 
machine skidded along the street, which 
had just been sprinkled. 

Dr. Kennon, who was killed, was 23 
years old and the som*of Edward C. 
Kennon, a wealthy lawyer of Ladonia, 
Mo. He was graduated by Marion-Sims 
Dental College in June and had an office 
in the Ghio Building at Vandeventer 
and Olive street. He had been remark- 
ably successful in his profession, his 
friends say, and a brililant career was 
predicted for him. 

Dr. Applegate is also a dentist, with 
an office in the Ghio Buliding. He was 
known as Kennon’s closest friend. 

His injuries were a cut over the left 
eye and two scalp wounds. Hughes had 
cuts on his face and head. He owned 
the automobile only a short time, and 
he planned a treat for his friends, a 
Saturday afternoon spin through Forest 
Park and out the Clayton road. They 
had started only five minutes before the 
accident. 

There was a panic among the pas- 
sengers on the car and several jumped 
when they saw that a collision could not 
be avoided, but none was injured.

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BURGLAR CHASE

Woman Accuses Policeman Who 
Says He Was Obeying Orders 
of Sergeant. 


Policeman Thomas Moran’s chase after 
a possible burglar has led to the filing 
of charges against him and Sergeant 
Timothy O’Leary by Mrs. Mary ‘Tein- 
poreta of 4545 Shaw avenue.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—The insistent 
repetition of the President’s order in

Eighty Stitches Taken to Repair 
Injury Done in Elevator 
Accident.

Physicians at the City Hospital 
were called upon to perform a dif- 
ficult operation when Clifford Cox was 
taken to them with his nose cut off 
in an elevator accident. 

Cox lives at 1205 Mississippi av- 
enue. He is 19 years of age and 
was employed by the American Car 
and Foundry Co., in the Lincoln Trust 
Building. He went up to the ninth 
| floor about noon Friday and was re- 
turning to the sixth floor, He says 
,; that he told -the elevator boy to stop 
/at the sixth floor, but for some reas- 
(on the elevator continued on down to 
ithe fifth floor, where a lady got off. 

“TI told the boy to stop at the sixth 
floor,’ said Cox, “but he evidently did 
not hear me. I then told him that I 
wanted to get off at the sixth, but 
that I would get off at the fifth and 
walk back. A woman got off just 
ahead of me, but before I could get 
out of the elevator it started up 
suddenly. The ledge of the sixth 
floor struck me on the forehead, 
glancing to my nose.” 

When Cox was taken to the hospit- 
al it was found that his nose was cut 
off and was hanging by a single lig- 
ament. The bones in his nose were 
fractured and he had a bad scalp 
wound. Upon first examination the 
physicians did not think. they could 
save his nose, but after consultation 
they decided to sew it back on. The 
sewing was done, 50 stitehes being 
taken. After the wound is healed it 
is not thought that there will be a 
scar on his face other than just be- 
tween his eyes, where the blow first 
‘struck.

She said the immediate aause of the 
hazing was that the West Point ¢a- 
dets learned that Dr..Bock was born 
in Hainelin, near Hanover, Germany, 
the town which is the scene of the 
poem, “The Pied Piper of Haraelin” 
“After this discovery,” she said, ‘they 
took an immediate prejudice against 
Carl and tried to drive him out. 

Her son's letters are written in Ger-* 
man, and Mrs. Bock saiqd she would 
not make their contents public until 
returns from West Point. 

Wouldn’t Be Paddled. 

She said that when Carl, after be- 
ing appointed by Congressman Bar- 
tholdt, reached West Point in June, 
with a friend; Carroll Bagby of New 
Haven, Mo., the cadets told him they 
had heard that his father made a 
great record in’ the Franco-Prussian 
War. Then 20 members of his class 
gathered around him and announced 
that they were going to “paddle” him 

“In the letters I have received from 
my explaining this unfortunate 
incident,” said Mrs. Bock, ‘he says 
that when the boys announced that 
they were going to strip him and flay 
him, he resented the hazing so spir-

jitedly that they told him they would 


put it off for a couple of weeks und 
then do something worse to him.” 

Dr. Bock refused to make any state- 
until the return of his wife 
West Point. 

The story of Bock’s troubles, as told 
by West Point cadets, is that two weeks 
ago, aS Bock was walking across the 
drill grounds, his drillmaster, Corporal 
Sherman, told him to “straighten up.” 
He refused. 

A short time later Sherman ordered 
him to stand at attention, and he again 
refused. Sherman reported to Com- 
mandant Howze that Bock had refused 
to obey comprands. 

Thought It Was Hazing. 

The commandant called Bock, asked 
him why he had disobeyed Sherman. 
He replied that he was nervous over 
the corporal’s attempts to make him 
stand at attention,. salute and brace up 
when he was crossing the field. He de- 
clared to the commandant, according to 
the statement of that officer, that he 
thought the corporal was trying to haze 
him. 

It soon spread about camp that Bock 
had “‘peached”’ and the cadets, it is said. 
sentenced him to the “silent treatment,” 
which means that none of them will 
speak to him or recognize him in anys 
way. 

Commandant Howze, 
tion, concluded that an injustice had 
been done to Bock, but said there was 
no way to discipline the class. He sen- 
tenced Corporal Sherman to do guard 
duty until March.

Jt is she who declares to Alwyn Ben- 
nett, otherwise Orrin Johnson, that he 
-4is “The Man of the Hour” at a time 
when he has no aspirations higher than 
being an idle son of an adoring mother, 
living on the fortune left by a father 
who had died years before. 

Dallas absolutely refyses to listen to 
Alwyn's suit for her love because, she 
“ gays, he has always beem an idler and 
a waster of opportunities. She flings the 
gauntlet in his face and challenges him 
to do something to be proud of, saying 
that then she will give him an answer. 

Heroine Inspires the Hero. 

“You can win if you try,’ Dallas tells 
him with a double meaning. She fans 
the flame which she has kindled by 
rousing the fighting instincts which the 
man inherited from his soldier father. 
She recalls an incident in a football 
game in Bennett's college days, when 
he was dealt an unfair blow by a man 
named Gibbs, the play’s villain. Dal- 
las points out that this blow was what 
won the game for Aiwyn’s team. It 
stirred his: fighting blood and he was 
fired to win. 

Sweet Dallas Wainwright and her 
Randsome, impulsive lover, whose face 
pictures the thoughts passing through 
an alert brain, and whose smile brings 
& responsive smile from his audience 
while his flashes of stern determination 
bring suppressed murmurs of approval 
from feminine throats, are established 
in the sympathies and favor of the fair 
audience when the first act is half 
over and politics or any other tedious 
thing would be vested with interest 
when the fortunes of this pair are at 
issue.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.~The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
kkets today, says:

Menace Grocers. 

° HE ‘lid’ has net been a good 
T thing for St. Louis,” declared 
L. F. Padberg, president of the 
St. Louis Retail Grocers’ Association. 

“Before the ‘lid’ went on, people came 
to St. Louis for Sunday and brought 
thongy here to spend. Now fewer and 
fewer people come here for Sunday, and 
more of our own pcople go out of town 
to nd their day of rest. 

“Before Sunday, working peop'e begin 
to consider where they will spend that 
day for‘a little outing. By Saturday 
evening, the outing point is selected, and 
early Sunday morning these people 
leave the city. Many of them come 
back Monday morning with no money 
left to buy groceries. Consequently. 
they skimp’ along through the week. 
denying themselves some of the neces- 
saries of life. An outing right in the 
city, with sane liberties, and proper po- 
lice regulation, would cost less and keep 
at home the money which is now spent 
outside of our city. 

“The ‘lid,’ in closing saloons, has made 
an increased demand for soft drinks, 
both of good and questionable char- 
acter, This has caused a lot of small 
shops to open, where people can buy 
soft drinks, a spool of thread, a nickel’s 
worth of pepper or salt, a piece of 
sausage, a half pound of cheese, a 
collar or a collar button, a can of 
corn, cigars or candy. The stock of 
grocer'es— Sunday morning groceries, 
euch as are forgotten when ordering on 
Saturday—in these little shops, often 
does not amount to $100. 

“Buch shops are on the = increase. 
They spring up over night, to fill in lit- 
tle chinks im the -retail rows in every 
part of the elty. Scores of these little 
cuddyholes have come in with the ‘lid.’

the week. The trade they get is lost to 
the Die grocers. 

“The ‘lid’ has caused these little places 
to Brow up go rapidly that they are be- 
coming the worst kind of competition 
for the big grocery firms. 

“I would be satisfied if they would 
but the ‘lid’ on everything. Seventy-five 
per @ent of the grocers may soon be 
closed on Sunday. If we have got to 
keep the ‘lid,’ shut up everything, I say, 
ung then these Sunday snops won't 
choke us out of business. The retail 
ot ol business in St. Louls is worse 
than before the id’ was put down. The 
‘HP has been @ detriment to us.”

Family Drinking 
on the Increase. 


“I don't believe the ‘Hd’ has been 4 
good thing for St. Louls,” stated J. F. 
Conrad, of one of the tiggest retail 
grocer houses in the city. 

“The ‘lid’ has stimulated the sale of 
whisky and beer in the grocery trade 
on Saturday, but as for trade in gen- 
eral, it has not increased the sale of 
groceries thai I know of. 

“I believe that the Hid increases dr in- 
keuness. Some men. instead of ta)ing 
a glass of beer away from home, now 
have beer sent to their homes, and 
there they drink it on Sunday and in- 
troduce it to their families. and the oth- 
er members learn to drink it, and per- 
hans to like it. 

“I understand that there have been 
meny, perhaps more, arrests for drunk- 
enness since the ‘lid’ went on. 1 try to 
look beyond my own interests in con- 
sidering the question. I believe the ‘lia’ 
and the consequent increased sales of 
liquors and beer into the home, leads 
to a spread of intemperance in the fam- 
lies.

Maybe peo- 
ple use more in their homes than for- 
merly. I can say this, however, that 
I noticed some improper things rev- 
eral years ago about the noisier sum- 
mer gardens which I have not,seen re- 
peated since the ‘lid’ went on. But 
it is a big subject, and as to its effect 
on our trade. or the retail trade in dry 
goods in general, I am unable to say 
whether the ‘lid’ has been a good thing 
for St. Louis.’ 


Police Condition 
Best in 20 Years. 


Chief of Police Creecy, who comes in 
direct contact with the working of the 
“lid,”’ has some very decided opinions 
as to its moral effect. “I can’t speak 
for the financial end of the proposi- 
tion,” he said, “but I can say positive- 
ly that, from the moral standpoint, the 
‘lid’ has_ benefited St. Louis wonder- 
fully. 

“You can now walk through this city 
on Sunday without having to witness 
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drunken crowds on the corners. Ladies 
can pass saloon corners without being 
shocked or offended at what they used 
to see. I call this condition an im- 
provement in the morals of the city. 

“Considering the increased population 
of our city since the ‘lid’ went on, the 
number of drunks on Sunday has not 
increased. I believe the Sunday drunk- 
enness has decreased. 

“We are rid of Suuday saloon vrawis, 
and that is a big thing. I believe that, 
from a police standpoint, the city of 
St. Louis is in better condition than it 
has been for @ years. This is due to 
an enforcement of the law, and one of 
our tasks has ween to keep the 
down. Of course, we get a stack of re- 
ports every morning, but the mass of 
them are violations of city ordinances. 
Most of such offenses are not crimes. 
Under the ‘lid’ there is less serious 
crime—mumier, arson, highway robbery, 
safe-blowing and such’ things—than 
there was when the ‘lid’ was off. 

“We are now able to hold down the 
tenderloin district better than ~ before. 
The condition in this part of the city 
was never so good. The statement that 
the ‘lid’ has caused the tenderloin evi’ 
to spread to residence portions of the 
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“I returned a short time awo.”’ con- 
tinued the Chief, “from a trip to Bos- 
tor, New York, Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton, Providence, Norfolk and Baltimuwre, 
and it is my opinion, from close ob- 
servation, that Boston is in better police 
condition than the other cities. In 
many respects St. Louls police condi- 
tlons are better than in Boston, and in 
all others we equal Boston.” 


Fewer Out-of-Town 


Buyers Come Now. 

“The ‘lid’ hag been a bad thing for 
business,’’ declared an Olive etreet cloth- 
ing merchant. “I am sure of my opin- 
ion. Sales have fallen off. People won't 
come here on Saturdays to buy and then 
stay over for recreation on Sun- 
days.. 1 understand that many 
of our people gO out the 
city and spend their one day in 
the week where there is no ‘iid.’ St. 
Louis people probably do not buy cloth- 
ing outside of St. Louis, but they don't 
buy as much as they used to buy when 
they come back. Sunday away from 
St. Louis costs them more than Sun- 
day in St. Louis. 

‘Tt’s the same with racing. The ra- 
cing ‘lid’ is bad for bus‘ness, too. The 
men who came to town with horses, 
spent money. The men who worked at 
the tracks spent money. Now the out- 
siders don’t come here, and some others 
have left the city for good. The pres- 
ence of several hundred outsiders with 
plenty of money, Meant @ great deal to 
the merchants, especially in my line of 
trade. You have no idea how many visi- 
tors used to come for the races that 
don’t come now. 

“TI was a personal friend of Governor 
Folk. But when I supported him for his 
present office, I had not the slightest 
idea that he would tie things up as he 
has done. I have traveled in Europe a 
great deal. Berlin knows how to handle 
the ‘lid’ question.

People Don’t Want 
Ice Water Dinners. 


“I certainly do not consider the ‘lid’ a 
good thing for St. Louis,’’ was the very 
emphatic reply of L. T. Hay, manager 
of Hotel Jefferson. ‘‘Our hotel business 
used to be good on Fridays, Saturdays, 
and Sundays. Now, between Thursday 
and Monday morning, it is generally cut 
abeut half in two. Traveling men don’t 
like to come to St. Louts for Bunday. 
They don’t like a dull tewn. They don’t 
like the atmosphere of it, even though 
they are not what are called drinking 
men. If they do happen to want & 
drink on Sunday, though they have not 
desired one through the working ‘ays 
ot the week, and find they can’t get it, 
they knock St. Louis, and declare they 
won’t come here again over Sunday, 
and they don’t. We break even on 
about 12 Sundays in the year. Forty 
Sundays are a loss—begause of the ‘lid.’ 

“The ‘lid’ has hurt the cafes, not only 
ours, but all of them. We used to have 
dinner parties on Sunday evenings. 
Now. who cares to go to a Sunday even- 
ing dinner without a littl wine? The 
almost total falling off of that business 
is a clear answer. People # n't go out 
for an ice water dinner. 

““{ don’t think the moral 
city is better. Why? Th- 
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went over to Kast St. Louis, I saw a 
dozw-n wagonloads of drunken men com- 
ing back across Bads Bridge from the 
Bist Side. They brought their sprees 
home with them. And they had proba- 
bly spent .more money over there than 
they would heave spent here. if the ‘lid’ 
had been off and the saloons under 
proper police regulation. 

“Another thing. Hotels that pay 
liquor licenses now lose trade, not only 
on the saloon end of their business, but 
through thé hotel register as well, as 
I have explained, and no credit is given 
us for the 8 days of the year we lose. 
But our expense goes on the same Gs 
before the ‘lid.’ 

“I might say, too,”’ he added, “that 
the dut-of-town registry of buyers is 
growing less and less for Fridays and 
Saturdays.” 


People Leave City; 
Million Population. 


“T don't think the ‘lid has done the 
city. any good,’’ said Ferd. Gast, sec- 
retary of the Independent Breweries 
Co. ‘‘There is no question in my mind 
but that the ‘lid’ has driven many peo- 
ple from the city. It is alienating the 
German @ement especially. The Ger- 
mans loye freedom. 

“The Tid’ has hurt the brewery busi- 
ness here. Of course, there have been 
increases in sales, but these increases 
have been due to the prosperity of the 
country and not to the ‘lid.’ People 
are being educated to drink beer. 

“Considering the question from the 
moral standpoint, I am still of the opin- 
ion that the ‘lid’ has not been a good 
thing. I feel sure that with the ‘lid’ 
off the Million Club would find tts mil- 
lion population for St. Louis much 
sooner than the outlook for it is with 
the ‘lid’ on.”

More Money Now. 


“Wor general prosperity, the ‘lid’ 
ought te be down,” declared E. J. Ep- 
stein, member of a Union. Market firm 
ot butchers. “What I am told leads 
me to believe that there is more money 
among the young men than there was

Automatic Activity. 


Now, suppose you go to sleep. The 
current is switched off, but the cells are 
stil! alive. So long as none of their 
featherlike dendrons touch you sleep un- 
disturbed. But some of the cells may be 
excited and a sort of automatic activ'ty 
be set up in them by a slight disturb- 
ance, internal or external. The result 
of this is that their branches come into 
contact with the branches of other clls 
and establish imperfect connections.

If these erratic circuits are excep- 
tlonelly strong they may establish con- 
nections with the motor centers and 
eause the sleeper to cry out, to talk or 
f en to get up and walk, action of which 
he has no recollection upon awakening. 
It sometimes happens that a person will 
rise in hig sleep and perform all sorte of

ot is astonishing,” said a _ taxi- 
dermist, the other day, “how 
clever butterfly fakers are, and 
their art—for it is an art~is worthy of 
all admiration. They can, for instance, 
take an ordinary cabbage white and i 
less than half an hour change it into 
some rare fritillary which, were it genu- 
ipe, Would be worth many pounds. Only 
the other day a gentleman came into 
my museum, and, opening an insect 
wase with considerable care, produced 


}@ butterfly which was certainly, in ap- 


pearance, @ rare and gorgeous speci~ 
men. It had the points of an ordinary 
swallow-tali, but the coloring was, ab- 
solutely unique—the brilliant crimsons, 
greens and purples being quite foreign 
to the bona fide kind. The owner was 
evidet:\iy suppressing his excitement 
only by an effort, and even experienced 
some difficulty in hiding his impatience 
while I was examining the butterfly 
with the aid of a powerful lens. 


“When I had finished I asked if he 
had caught it himself, He acknowl- 
edged that he had not.

“T know for_a fact that there are 
many unscrupulous people engaged in 
the faking of butterflies, for the work 
is easy and remunerative. I could my- 
self turn an ordinary butterfly of sober 
hues into one of the most wriillant col- 
oring in less than an hour, and so suc- 
cessfully that you would believe you 
were examining some gaudy insect from 
a tropical clime. The method of work 
is simplicity itself and can be learned 
in a week by anyone artistically in- 
clined. This is how it is done: 

“The wings of a newly captured insect 
which has been ‘set’ In the usual way 
are smeared with a very fine mucilage 
land on with the softest of cam I's-hair 
brushes. Then @ fine metallic powder 
of various colors is gently sprinkled 
on the gauzy wings. which almost in- 


stantly assume those irradiatne hues

Of course, many people buy such 
butterflies without supposing them to 
be extremely rare—merely regarding 
them as beautiful objects useful for pin- 
ning on laiap shades and screens.

Two Great Life Events. 

There are two great events in a so- 
rority girl’s life. The first is when she 
is being ‘‘rushed,’”’ and the other is 
the initiation. On each of these events 
she looks back upon them from later 
life with unbounded pride. They stand 
out in her school life as landmarks and 
remain clear and distinct in outline long 
after her Greek roots and Latin verbs 
have gone. 

‘Rushing,’ in Greek letter vernacu- 
lar, means that a girl is being sought 
to join one sorority in preference to an- 
other.

and the conductor says: ‘Good! good!

word. 

“The songs most difficult to sing Into 
& phonograph are those in which an 
‘obligato’ tigures, for then it is neces- 
Sary to be as agile as a monkey. If it 
is a flute obligato, then the ins‘ru- 
mentalist must have his share of the 
phonograph’s mouth, and he usually 
sees that he gets it. He must play al- 
most inside the receiver, and for this 
Purpose he well nigh glues himse.f to 
the singer, so that just as soon as she 
ducks her head and gets away from the 
receiver he may take her place. This 
must be done so expeditiously and neat- 
ly that the record will show no pause. 

“On the last occasion when I sang for 
a phonograph firm my contributions con- 
sisted of six songs, each of which I 
had to sing twice. Thee all turned out 
excellent records and not one had to be 
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repeated. This was the first time that 
such a thing had happened to me when 
I was singing, and so f felt pleased. 
“It is rather a queer faci that the 
highest sopranos usually come out better 
in the phonograph than ths low-toned 
voices. i suppose the notes «ut into the 
wax more clearly, and t)«refore the 
record is better.

THE COST OF 


HE first cost which has to be con- 
¥ sidered in making a balloon as- 
‘ “-@ent is the charge for inflating 
the bailoon. In the early days of bal- 
looning hydrogen gas was used for the 
purpose of inflation, but it wag tre- 





/mendousiy expensive, costing $ per 1000 
| cuble feet. A balloon, for example, like 
the Dolee Far Niente, belonging«to Mr. 
Polloek, which has a 45,000 cublie-feet 
capacity, would, if inflated by hydrogen 
gas, entail an outlay of $225 every time 
an ascent Was made in her. 


It was the introduction of coal gas 
for inflating purposes that really 
brought about the modern popularity of 
ballooning and rendered it a pastime 
which people who are not millionaires 
could indulge in. 

A balloon of 45,000 feet capacity can 
be inflated at a cost of about $10, and 
the expenses incidental fo filling it 
would amount to about $15, which would 
include transport expenses to and from 
the place where the ascent was to be 
made. An ascent, of course, must al- 
ways be made in the vicinity of some 
gasworks, where a plentiful supply of 
gas can be obtained. 


A balloon 1s rather an expensive lux- 
ury to own, and only comparatively 
wealthy pedple can afford to buy one: 
A balloon ‘of 4,000 cubic feet capacity 
would cost from $1250 to $1500, but nowa- 
days ,it is possible to hire a balloon 
for the day, and the firm from which 
it is hired will carry out and arrange 
all details in connection with the ascent. 


. The cost of the hire of the balloon de- 
pends altogether on its size; the hire of 
one of 4,000 cubic feet capacity would 
@mount to about $75 for the day, but 
before hiring a balloon it is well to

an expert to examine it and see 
it is of modern construction and 
one that whilst it may be safe 
enough to travel in will rise slowly 
and give in many other ways a great 
deal of trouble which wouid consider- 
ably mar the pleasure of an aerial trip.

The prices quoted are 
the usual charges made, and were given 
by a well-known firm of aeronauts, but 
it should be said that some of them 


are not fixed charges, but vary accord-. 


ing to the state of business. If a firm 


is very busy and -have thelr balloons 


booked a long way ahead for ascents, 


they charge much higher prices than in. , a 


slack seasona, This summer it would 


have been poasible to hire a balloon of — a 


45,000 cubic feet capacity for probably 
$50 instead of $75. 

The usual period which an ascent lasts 
is for about three hours; in that space 
of time it is probah'e that the balloon 
will bave travele! about sixty miles, 
though the distance at all times depends 
upon the rate at Which the wind is blow- 
ing. Taking an average afternoon's voy- 
age, however, to be about sixty miles, 
the aerial voyagers must add to the al- 
ready estimated expenses the cost of 
returning from the place of descent to 
their homes, the balloon being sent back 
by rail or motor. The cost of the trans- 
port of the balloon is, however, includ- 
ed in the S815 already mentioned 
for incidental expenses. It is usual to 
allow $5 per passenger for traveling ex- 
penses, so that altogether, the cost of 
a balloon trip on the figures given would 
work out to $6 per head. People who 
own balloons estimate that their bal- 
loonings cost them about $25 per head 
per ascent, and the difference per hend 


is a fair allowance to make for the 


cost of the hire of a balloon. 

Balloons are now being made capable 
of carrying from ten to fifteen passen- 
gers, and the cost of an ascent per head 
in one of these big balloons would be 
very inuch cheaper than in a smalier 
one. The estimated cost of an ascent 
in a palloon carrying 12 people is S%, 
which would amount to $5 per passen- 
ger, and next season will certainly ser 
a considerable reduction in this charge.

dreamed of by her citizens. The 
city has a half-dozen caves, with their 
stories that no history gives an acccunt 
of. Each silent, gloomy cavern has 4 
story. 

Very few persons know tnat St. Louis 
has more than one cave. It is contrary 
‘to expectations that in a ‘evel, prairie 
tegion, such as surrounds St. Louis, that 
there should be any. It is with the 
wild mountainous regions, dismal and 
remote, that caves are thought of. 

It comes as a surprise that under the 
populated districts of the city there 
should still be dismal and silent caves, 
only a few yards below the whirr of 
cars and the hum of traffic. It is only 
a few of the old residents that know 
of the whereabouts of these caves. 
Many persons living over them do not 
know of their existence, and will hardly 
believe that directly under them is a 
natural cavern. 

It is due in a large extent to the nat- 
ural caves of St. Louis that the great 
breweries have sprung up and flour- 
ished. The romance of the cuves is 
not that of murder and mystery, put 
that of commercial success through the 
agency of natural caves. 

The third attempt at brewing beer in 
St. Louls was made by Ezra English in 
1828, when he erected the first brew- 
ery of any consequence. The founding

of the brewery was due to a cave Mr, 
English discovered, at what is now 


Wisconsin and Wyoming avenues, near 
Benton Park. } 

Until the intention of ice machines, 
beer could be fhade only in the winter 
months. The making of beer requires 
weeks of ferm@ting, which can only 
be done by keeping the beer cool. This 
cave discovered by Mr. English solved 
the problem of keeping the hop product 
at the right temperature. He at once 
erected a small trewing establishment 
over the mouth ofthe Cave. 

The English cave is 255 feet long, 40 
feet wide, 30 feet high, and is reached 
b** 50 stone steps. When first discovered 
many stalactites hung from the roof. 
These were cleared out to make room 
for vats and kegs. Strictures were en- 
larged, and soon thecave was as handy 


-as an artificial one. 


The second oldest tave in matter of 
local history is tne Winkelmeyer cave. 
It was first used by Ji@lius Winkelmeyer, 
one of the early German settlers of St. 
Louis. He, too, was’a small] brewer, 
and placed his manufactory over the 
cave that now bears this name. The 
cave is no longer used,it being only a 
small one. It comes as a surprise to 
many to find that his @ve was in the 
block east of the Union Btation. It was 
on Market street, between Highteenth 
and Seventeenth. Over iftnow are great 
brick buildings. It was fm 1847 that Ju- 
lius Winkelmeyer first pat that under- 
ground cavern to use asia fermenting 
place for malt. He used the cave until 
the introduction of ice mé&échines, then 


ix was closed up and has since been lost 
to the world. 

Immediately over the eave in the 
early history of St. Louis was what was 
known as Chouteau Pond. The water 
from the pond sank into the cave and 
was carried off. Where the water went 
to was always a matter of conjecture. 

In 1840 Adam Lemp, father of the late 
William J. Lemp, set up a small brew- 
ing house on what is now Second street. 
between Walnut and Elm. For several 
years he made beer in his little brewery, 
until he learned of a cave near Chero- 
kee and .anirteenth streets. Here he 
moved and made use of the cave. The 
cave was a block and a half in length, 
ahd about the same size as the English 
cave. By some it is thought to be a 
continuation of that cavern, 

It was at the brewery on Second st: eet 
that Adam Lemp made the first lager 
beer ever seen in the West, and from 
its humble beginning has grown up one 
of St. Louis’ greatest industries. It has 
placed her second in’ beer manufactur- 
ing only to New York. 

The best known cave in St. Louis, and 
in fact, about the only one known to 
the\ majority, is Uhrig’s Cave. In 1832 
Franz Joseph Uhrig, from Bavaria. 
built a small brewery over a cave at 
Washington and Jefferson~- avenues. 
The place was a wonder and mystery 
in those days, and people came miles 
to see it. It is the largest cavern in 
the city, having 1100 lineal feet within 
it. It is still in use, and open to the 
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public. It is owned by John McNerry, 
and is now used as a mushroom farm. 
Here, under the car tracks on Wash- 
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of the cavern, Close beside it was 
barroom, the scene of many a drunk- 
en brawl, and even worse. Were ir 
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ington avenue, are grown the finest the early 50s the men gathered, drank Fe 


mushrooms in all St. Louis. 

Many wild superstitions have been 
current concerning Uhrig’s Cave. Some 
said that the cave began in the 2600 
block on Morgan street and extended 
to the Union Station. Others told 
stories of bones and skulls being found 
there, and of wailing spirits. Early St. 
Louisans would not venture in the cave, 
except in parties. Mr. Uhrig was not 
troubled with an imagination about 
bones and ghosts, and so purchased it 
for the cooling cellar for a brewery. 

Now a lone Frenchman sings to him- 


. self and whistles gaily as he sets the 


spawn for mushrooms, never troubled 
for a moment by thoughts of spooks. 


There are two arms near the head of 
the cave at Washington and Jefferson 
avenues. One extends west under the 
alley on the block west of the cave, and 
the other stretches under Jefferson ave- 
nue. The cave proper runs nearly ex- 
actly north and south. 

The popular belief concerning the cave 
is that the whole district in the neigh- 
borhood of Washington and Jefferson is 
undermined by Uhrig’s Cave. Once, 
when a sewer fell in on Morgan street, 
the neighborhood thought that Uhrig’s 
Cave was collapsing and became 
alarmed. 

Most Mysterious Cave. 

The most mysterious cave in St. 
Louis is Kertzinger’s cave, near Prai- 
rie and St. Louis avenues, in “Butch- 
ertown.” This cave was discovered 
earlier, most probably, than any one 
in the city. Its mouth was in plain 
view, and of easy access. Many of 
the old citizens in Northwest St. Louis 
have played in it as boys. 

W. Stoecker, Peter Lehmann and 
Ben Loeblein were all youngsters in 
Butchertown when Kertzinger’s cave 
was the resort of all that country. It. 
in its palmy days, rivaled the pictur- 
esque miner camps of early Califor- 
hia. 

Mr. Kertzinger, the man _ after 
whom it was named, had a house at 
2820 Prairie avenue, near the mouth 
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IN A BIG COOL POOL 


FOR ST. LOUIS BOYS 


NLIKE the Northern and Eastern 
UJ cities, situated either on the 
Great Lakes or the Atlantic 

Ocean, St. Louis possesses no natural 
bathing beaches, where, in the summer 
months the hot and dusty small boy 
can shed his clothes, cool his body and 
refresh his spirit. 

The Mississippi and Meramec rivers 
are veritable “‘touch-me-nots” to the in- 
experjenced little swimmers, and the 
bolder, more expert boys who venture 
out into the treacherous eddies and 
counter Currents do so at their own 


peril. 


‘Realizing the natural lack of places 
in which the small boys may take an 
occasional swim, the St. Louis Play- 
trounds Association has added to its 
ist of pastimes another diversion for 
the boys who attend its playgrounds. 


Every Monday morning from 30 to 70 
boys, ranging from 7 to 16 years of age, 
goout for a free swim in the swimming 
pod at Suburban Garden. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock they begin to 
arrive from the five playgrounds still 
under the direction of the association. 
From the hot stone and brick pavements 
and the dusty, smoky air of the center 
of out city, out to the cool grass and 
clear @tmosphere of the outlying county, 
they g whistling, singing, squabbling, 
shoutiig,, eager to take their occasional 
swim. 

Once &t the pool, the few garments 
that eat boy wears are soon discard- 
2d, and the little follows rush to the 
shower baths, where feet and bodies 
nust pé@foaped and scrubbed before the 
swimming guits are given out. 


Concerning the soap and the suits, 
sowevel, there is much dissension. Al- 
most every boy has his pet sore foot 
or toe, Which seems to him a suffi- 
‘ent excuge for not washing a consid- 
»rable areA surrounding the injury, and 
as for the bathing suits—why, they are 
generally regarded by the boys as an 
unnecessary manifestation of a vriggish. 
prudish civilization. 

One rather large boy approached one 
of the atten§anislast Monday with a 
bathing sult on his arm and an expres- 
sion of utter disgust on his dirty face. 


‘Hey, 
dis?’ 

The boys when ready for their *‘dip” 
are divided into three classes—those who 
swim well, those who are mere paddlers 
and those who are anxious to learn to 
swim. For the smallest boy soon over- 
comes his fear and stimulated by admi- 
ration for or envy of his more spectacu- 
lar companions’ prowess in the water, 
he soon joins the group of urchins who 
stand in the shallow water flapping their 
arms and going through the familiar 
tactics with the swimming teachers. H. 
G. Clevgland, ©. M. Rice and J. L. 
Swarts have undertaken the responsi- 
bility of watching the boys and teaching 
them to swim. 

As a rule, the boys learn rapidly, al- 
though one passes from the first natural 
swimming stage, technically known -by 


['oc,”” he said, “what d’ye call 


“de kids’’ as ‘“‘mud crawling,’’ to the 


common breast stroke, through the in- 
tervening stages of ‘foot-on-the-bot- 
tom’’ and the time-honored “‘dog-fash- 
ion’’ method, recognized as the stroke 
“par excellence” in all the “swimming 
holes.”’ 

On the other hand, some of the boys 
swim quite well, using the difficult 
“crawl’’ stroke of the racers. And as 
for the diving it is quite remarkable to 
see a little chap under 5 feet in height 
dive from a springboard 15 feet above 
the water and bring up small pebbles 
from the bottom of a tank 9 feet deep. 
It recalls the wonderful diving of the 
Moro children at the World's Fair. 

This new feature of the work of that 
estimable corps of most desirable citi- 
zens, the St. Louis Playgrounds As- 
sociation, is probably the most popular 
form of summer amusement furnished 
the lads of our downtown districts, and 
the boya enjoy the opportunity to the 
fullest extent.

The most unusual method of deliver- 
ing doubtless is that employed 
by steamers passing the islands~ of 
the Tonga group in the Pacific.

in later years, built a 


dance hall at its mouth, and the rev- 


elry grew all the greater. Saturday 
nights at Kertzinger’s cave saw many 
wild orgies. 

Beginning in the 2800 block of 
Prairie avenue, Kertzinger’s cave ex- 
tended east to Bacon street, a dis- 
tance of two and one-half blocks. 
This much of the cave could be tra- 
versed, and was often explored. But 
no man has ever found its terminus, 
nor ever explained a large stream of 
water that ran through it. 

In early days the packing houses In 
Butchertown made use of the caves. 
A line of abattoirs was built over 
them. The refuse from the house was 
dumped through trap doors into the 
cave, and the running stream was 
made to serve the place of a sewer. 

A stream the size of a barrel flowed 
through this strange cave, old resi- 
dents of that section say, ever since 
the cave was first Seen by white man. 
The stream was swift, and cold. It 
was pure and was used for drinking 
purposes. 

A vein of the old stream yet flows 
through the old tannery belonging to 
Ben Loeblein. The water is now being 
pumped up and used in the tannery. 

Kertzinger’s cave has never fallen 
in. but in grading streets in later 
years, both ends of the cavern were 
filled up, and the cave to this day re- 
mains intact, 

A curious and mysterious feature of 
this cave js, that no one has ever been 
able to find the outlet of the stream 
of water that so wildly rushed along 
its bed. Diligent search was made 
both from within and without. It was 
supposed that it emptied in the Mis- 
sissippi River. But the banks have 
been searched on the Missouri side, 
up and down for miles, but not the 
slightest indication of its terminus 
has ever been found. If it empties 
‘nto the river at all, it must come up 
somewhere out toward the middle of 
the stream. 

The Old Sink Hole. 

There are two more places in St. 
Louis often thought to be natural 
caves. Formerly there was an old 
sink hole near Mount Sinai Cemetery 
on the Gravois road. It has been made 
into a cistern now. but still in the 
early geological history of the city 
it may have been a cave. The other 
is Klausmann’s cave on South Broad- 
‘wav. This is an artificial cellar for 
the storing of beer. 

It is a remarkable fact from a geo- 
logical standpoint that there should 
be caves in a prairie, alluvial region 
such as is found around St. Loutls. 
Along the Mississippi near Hannibal, 
Mo., many caves abound, the most fa- 
mous of which is the Mark Twain one, 
where the scene of Tom Sawyer is 
laid. But at that point the soil and

Louis, in the early times. The first 
French settlers and early German im- 
migrants were driven to dire ex- 
tremities for shelter. Many of the 
early Germans during the cold winter 
of 1834 froze to death from the lack 


of shelter. Had there been cave: 
they could have protected themselve: 
much more effectively. 

No legends about the few caves of 
St. Louis were handed down by the 
Indians. These aborigines knew of 
che r existence, but they were so smal! 
in comparison to other caves in dif- 
ferent parts of the State, that they 
did not think them worthy of folk 
lore.

THE MOON 

AS REVEALED 
BY PHOTOGRAPHS.

NW the calm silence of the nipht, while the pal 
] disc e¢ the moon reigns in peace above the 

boundless mirror of the sea, - us contemplate 
one of the most sublime spectacles in the world— 
the infinity of the ocean, the inlinity of the heavens. 

Let our thoughts soar up toward this solitary 
globe, our eyes armed with the telescope, while we 
still remain in our own domain, for this lunar world 
is merely a suburb of the terrestrial city. 

The mean distance from the earth to the moon is 
8,850 miles. The volume of the moon is the forty- 
Ainth part of the earth’s. 

As the telescope brings us nearer to the moon we

sionless human face, which popular imagination has 
for centuries been pleased to trace upon it, disap- 
pear. The eyes and mouth become immense plains, 
the cheeks and the chin bristle with mountains and 
we find ourselves in the presence of an earth of the 
heavens. 

Colossal Peaks Like the Alps. 

These vast circles of many miles in depth, of sixty, 
a hundred or a hundred and fifty miles in breadth; 
these colossal Alps, these giant Apennines ef which 
certain peaks measure three or four miles or more 
in height; these ring-like, hollow mountains, with 
the steep ramparts, these deep valleys, these numerf- 
ous crevasses, these thousands of topographic detalis 
of the lunar surface are brought before our eyes. 

We perceive in a precise enough manner the out- 
lines and general form of the great grayish patches 
of the Mare Crislum, of the Sea of Serenity, of the 
Ocean of Tempests, of all those formations whose 
nature is still so mysterious and to which the name 
of “seas” was givén at a time when thefr arid con- 
dition was unsuspected and when it was Delleved 
that a miniature of our own globe was seen up there. 

Messrs. Loewy and Pulseux, at the Paris Observa- 
tory, have made very beautiful photographs of the 
lunar world. These photographs were taken about 
the phase of the first quarter and teward the cen- 
tral meridian of the lunar disc. The sun lights from 
the left these lunar landscapes and thus throws them 
into high relief. 

At the first glance one notices the circular form 
which is characteristic of this scenery. That great 
circle on the right is the Circle of Ptolemy; its diam- 
eter is 115 miles. 

That great circle te the left bears the name ef 
Albatigni, the Arabian astronomer. Below Ptolemy 
may be noticed a small and very dark circle, whose 


Hersche!. whose diameter is 20 m@es and whose 
depth is more than 186 miles. Quite’ nearby I myself 
have a little estate, the Circle Filammarien, the 
diameter of which is about eighty miles, 
Topography Not Like That of ‘This Earth. 

One cannot help noticing the remarkable number 
of circles. These are not volcanic. It looks as if 
these had been bubbles of gas rising from the in- 
terior of the globe and bursting upon its surface. 
Here is seen the geological result of disturbing forces 
prodigiously active in the past; enormous swellings, 
unfathomable gulfs, gigantic landslides, 

And now nothing disturbs the tranquility of the. 
moon.. No wind blows, no cloud darkens the sky. 
Never does rain fall, neither hail nor any snow. This 
pure globe appears to be the domain of calm and 
peace. But from all appearances this tranquillity has 
been adtained only through premature old age; for 
the moon, daughter of the earth, is more decrepit 
than her mother, having passed more rapidly through 
the phages of her astral life, and this star upon 
which we bestow the charming names of Diana and 
Phoebe seems worn out by many millions of years of 
strenuous and disorderly life. : 

No effect of evaporation of waters or of condensa- 
tion of aagmospheric vapors can be found: the at- 
mosphere itself, if it still exists, can be only of ex- 
treme rarfty. However, we must not be too hasty 
in pronouncing the funeral oration of the moon, for 
is not proved that it is a dead world. All the astron. 
omers who ‘for centuries have studied with consteut 
attention the details of our satellite have believs' 
they could motice certain changes. Two centuries 
ago Fontenelle recounted in hig clever “Entretiens” 
that the face of the girl seen in the moon hag 
changed notiaably. Z 


Another World, Other Beings. : 
Recent telescopic investigations and the minute éx 
aminations of photographic plates'‘lead us to be- 
lieve that the mysterious changes we actually taking 
place still on the surface of this little lunar world. 
At one of the most recent sessions of the A@ro- 
nomical Society of France, MM. Pulseux and 
Deseilligny reported probable variations in certain 
lunar countries.’ However, nothing seen there is com- 
parable with what we see upon Mars or Jupiter. 
There are none of those great cataclysms which in 
a brief time transform the aspect of a planet. The 
moon gives the impression of a world asleep, silent 
and deserted. Earth without water, without &t- ~ 
mosphere, and in consequence without sky, without 
colars and without sound; for neither the azure vault 
whigh crowns our earth, the magnificent tints which 
color our sky at dawn and twilght exist without at- 
mosphere. So there would be on the moon conditions 
of existence to which we should certainly adapt our 
selves Wwery badly. 
This, ‘however, is no reason for affirming that life 
is banished forever from this earth of the sky. Na- 
ture is a rich in its processes, so varied In its pro- 


ductions, \so multiple and compiex In it effects, that 


it may have created upon our satellite organs very 


diferent from ours, but appropriate to the physiolog- 


ical conditions of that globe. “Another world, other 
beings! Our actual means of investigation are still 
too insufficgent to permit us to deeide for or against 
the habitability of the moon. 

The greatest optical instruments; that have been 
constructed yip to the present give us a practical en- 
largement of from 2000 to 2600 tines. In exceptional 
cases, when ithe air is perfectly calm and when the 
atmosphere ia not crossed by any warm or cold wave, 
they can reach as high as 300 times. Under the 
most favorabhe conditions we canbe separated frem 
the moon by only about ninety milles., 

Now, what qan be seen at a distance of 90 miles? 


How the Earth Looks From Above. 

Seen from a Balloon floating at a height of 15,000 or 
16,000 feet, the surface of our earth would appear 
like a silent desert! 

But it would:be a great pity If there were no one 
on the moon to look at our globe, for, seen from this 
distance the earth is a veritable marvel. 

Let us not be humble enough to suppose that the 
inhabitants of a vassal world of ours could reason 
better than a great number of the citizens of their 
sovereign plane@t, who see in the Starry sky nothing” 
but luminos points, celestial torches lighted in the 
infinite to illuminate our nights, and who never think 
of the human' races, sisters of our own that are 
born, live and dle upon the worlds that are scatteréd © 
in profusion in the sidereal depths, 

According to popular belief, the’ moon has an ef- 
fect upon the changes of the weather; upon the con- 
dition of the atmosphere, upon planets, upon all the 
eggs, seeds, the stones of monuments, wupon ali the 
world. The moon has entered into all forms of lan. 
guages, from “honeymoon” to the “red moon.” What 
truth is there in these traditions? Certainly all ‘+ net 
exact, but neither can ft be that all ‘ia, false.
